By crossing the breed, Washington av^tiled 
bimself of the best qualities of the two, and 
thus introduced ezcelleut mules for farming 
labor Into thia country. Such was their 
superiority, that at the sale of tbe Creneral's 
oflseta, ooa wagon team of four malea sold 
for $800. At thia day tfaeae animals are 
•xtenairaly osadin the Soatbamand Middle
